FIRE BUG 

Like most kids, a Hialeah, Florida, boy was fascinated by 
siren-shrieking fire engines and wanted to be a fireman 
when he grew up. Unlike most kids, he retained this inter- 
est and today at 33 owns one of the largest and most com- 
plete collections of antique fire-fighting equipment in the 
United States. Since 1943 the former fireman and his wife 
have devoted all their spare time and cash to building 
what they consider a memorial to firemen at their home 
in Hialeah. Many old type fire units, firemen uniforms, ribbons, emblems, as 
well as miniature model fire engines are included in the extensive collection 
which ;s rapidly pushing out the walls of the museum home. 




HIS OWN POSTOFFICE 

The largest and most fabulous collection of postage stamps ever owned by one 
person was assembled by Phillippe von Ferrari. For 54 years before his death 
in Switzerland (1917) he was continually adding to his collection of stamps 
which finally reached the stupendous total of 400,000 of the world's most valu- 
able stamps as well as a large number of duplicates. The Ferrari collection 
was broken up and sold for $1,960,000 at fourteen auctions held in Paris be* 
tween 1922 and 1925. Fifteen of the stamps were such rarities that they brought 
a total of $150,000. 



BOOKS IN HIDING 

One of the greatest of bibliomaniacs (those who acquire books, not for the pur- 
pose of reading, but for their mere possession) was a Parisian whose death in 
the early 19th century disclosed his secret passion. Inasmuch as he was a 
wealthy man, he retired from business at the age of 49 and devoted the lost 
twenty years of his life to his obsession. Unknown even to his family, he bought 
and stored in five empty houses more than 800,000 books.
